They 
reached home this morning at 9 o'clock while 
searching parties were trying to locate them. 

Miss Arnold almost Jost her life when her 
hair became ignited while she was dozing 


ing the fire in her hair. 

One of Miss Arnold's celluloid combs was 
consumed and she wil! show a big bald spot 
until her hair grows out. 


Leave Home for Outing. 


The three left the Arnold home here at 10 
o'clock yesterday morning. The day was 
mild and warm. Neither of the young men 
wore an overcoat. Miss Maud wore a china 
silk waist and carried a short jacket as her 
only wrap. 7 

They left home expecting to return six 
hours later in time for dinner. When they 
failed to return Mrs. Arnold and her sister 
were greatly alarmed and at 11 p. m. tele- 
phoned the police department. 

_* Searching Parties Out. 

Searching parties left Colorado Springs 
and Manitou about midnight, but it was not 
known where the adventurers had gone and 
but little was accomplished. The trio de- 
scended the mountain as soon as daylight 
made it possible. They were half frozen, 
suffering from many bruises, and grieving 
over the accident that nearly cost Maud her 
life.

Belief Grows That Peabody and 


Democrats Aecuse Republicans and 
Corporations of Plot.

The general assault on Port Arthur, be- 
ginning on Nov. 26, coincided with a general 
advance of the Japanese armies against the 
Russian positions along the Shakhe river.

NATION’S FATE AT STAKE 


Wealth in Spite of Cost of | 
the Struggle. 


TOKIO, Nov. 27.—Premier Katsura in an 
interview today gave to the public a brief 
outline of Japan's attitude toward Russia, 
and of Japan's internal conditions, as affected 
by the war. He said Port Arthur’s capture 
would not end the struggle, and declared that 
Japan could find the money to continue the 
war as long as Russia cared to fight. He 
said: 
. insure peace in the orient and to safe- 
guard our national existence is the aim and 
purpose of our empire, and no sacrifice shall 
be too great for successfully effecting this 


Manchuria, crowned her overbearing and ag- 


i gressive policy by extending her arms to 


the Corean peninsula. | 

“We were highly solicitous to preserve 
peace, but had no alternative except that of 
war, which wae forced upon us. : 


Russia’s Hauteur Hastened War. 
“Throughout the negotiations Russia 
showed a haughty and overbearing attitude, 
which, as has latterly been shown, was in- 
adequately supported by military strength. 
Russia allowed herself to be deceived and 
slighted our e for she never believed 
that Japan would draw the sword of war. 
Then, after suffering repeated defeats on 
land and on sea, Russia perceived the mis- 
take she had made, and, having discovered 
the seriousness of the situation, began to 
take adequate measures. 

“The case was different with us. Weare 
alive to the seriousness of the situation and 
were prepared for exigencies. 

“ Russia must see that the war cannot be 
concluded by the issue of a few battles. With 
us the war.means life or death, not one 
of our 45,000,000 brethren remains ignorant 
of the vital issue at stake. 

** We are prepared to sacrifice our last man 
and our last cent for this war. 


Port Arthur Not the End. 

“The delay in the decisive result of our 
siege at Port Arthur gives Russia hope of 
being able to relieve the garrison, and for 
this purpose she resolved to empty her naval 
defense at home, while on land corps after 
corps has been mobilized sent eastward. 

“The military and naval plan of Russia 
seems to center in the rejief of Port Arthur, 
and Gen, Kouropatkin's advance, which re- 
sulted in his serious defeat, had the relief of 
the garrison as its sole object. The Russian 
emperor's instructions to Kouropatkin not 
to retire beyond Mukden were aesigned to 
raise the gloom that had been hanging over 
the people of Russia since the defeat of 
Russian arms at the battle of Liaoyang, and 
Kouropatkin assumed the aggressive per- 
haps against his own judgment. 

“Everything seems to hinge on the fall of 
Port Arthur, but I do not console myself with 
the thought that the capture of that ill-fated 
.fortrese will bring the war to a speedy ter- 


mination. Its capture will give rine for 
renewed plans for warfare by R aad 


I am watching keenly for such new de- 
velopments. - | 
Internal Affairs Satisfactory. 

“The domestic conditions of Japan are 
high]y satisfactory. The history of our diet 
may be summed up by saying that from the 
first it planted itself firmly in opposition to 
the government on financial questions. Aftec 
my appointment friction became increasing- 
ly violent. The two great parties, the con- 
stitutionalists and the progressiets, held a 
combined front in opposition to my ministry.

“This happy phenomenon is attributable 
to the characteristics of our people. 

“* Before a great national problem our peo- 
ple unite, and friends and opponents join 
hands for the accomplishment of our national 
purposes. With the great problem of the war 
before them, the people of our nation have 
become as one man. We have no war party 
and no peace party, as Russia has, but on

Financial Position Is Strong. 

“When the war came on it so happened 
that our financial condition was such tha‘ 
everything indicated a fresh awakening after 
a period of long dullness and inactivity. Thus 
our latent financial energy was directed to- 
ward the war fund. Our people are showing 
ample capacity to finance the war, and, de- 
spite the floating of domestic loans, our 
economic conditions have not been affected, 
while banking conditions 
panded since the beginning of 

“The war expenses reach a 
monthly, but the government 
their absorption in such a manper as least to 
affect the normal conditions pf the money 
market.

Autocracy Declared to Be the Best Sys- 
tem of Gevernment for the Slav Race 
Nothing to Be Decided, at Any Rate,

Empire. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 27.—One of the 
most commanding figures and far seeing 
statesmen of the empire in conversation to- 
day expressed the distinct conviction that 
nothing in the nature of a radical change in 
the existing order of things would result 
from the zemstvo congress. 

This statesman, it can be stated, is a firm 
believer in the principle of autocracy as tho 
best system of government for the realiza- 
tion of the dreams of the Slav race, and whut 
he believes to be the great destiny of the 
most popullous nation and vestest empire 


|} in ‘the world; but he has hireself, in fact. fa- 


vored a liberal policy and is now too prac- 
tical minded not to appreciate the factors 
which threaten the present régime. 


. ... ll Depends on the War. 

Still, he does not believe that anything 
like a crisis now confronts the government. 
In his opinion everything depends on the war. 

“The war.’ the statesman said, “is a 
big interrogation point for Russia. Her 
future at home and abroad is involved in the 
issue. The internal situation is complicated. 

“ The action of the zemstvo representatives 
is .a.symptom of the. disease from which 
Russia suffers;-but these few men have not 
necessarily. made a correct diagnosis or 
offered the true remedy. Theirs is in no 
gense the verdict of the people, but only the 
opinion of a clases. 

“ The real representatives of the Russian 
people, could they assemble and vould they 
agree, would probably enunciate a program 
quite as repugnant to the zemstvoist as to the 
supporters of the present program. 

“ The men who assembled here last week 
do not propose true representative govern- 
ment. They would really substitute the rule 
of .class autocracy to imperial authority. 
The Russian peasant, who represents four- 
fifths of the population, with his inborn sense 
of devotion to thé emperor, would doubtless 
prefer the latter to the former. 

“Were I a minister and working for the 
good of the country, I should prefer to obey 
the mandates of the emperor to those of a 
bogus parliament, professing to speak by 
authority of the people. : 


Would Be Signal for Anarchy. . 

“ Neither the country ner the people are 
prepared for true representative govern- 
ment. Anarchy would take the place of 
government and the empire would crumble 
to pieces. 

“‘ So far as the program of the zemstvoists 
is concerned, I am sure neither the emperor 
nor the government believes in it, but that 
does not mean that liberalism is to end. 

“The policy represented by Von Plehve, 
in my opinion, can never return. Prince 
Sviatopolk-Mirsky is a courageous, sincere 
man, and stands for a broad and liberal pol- 
icy, but a constitution now is out of the ques- 
tion. 

**T*will not: discuss what may occur in the 
future, but I repeat everything depends on 
the war. Its outcome will determine wheth- 
er there will be a crisis, and its character. 
Japan, I belfeve, would now welcome peace, 
and so would Russia also, but I cannot see 
how it is possible for them to come to terms.

Born in Chicago. 

Mr. Hamlin wes born in Chicago Dec. 4, 
1863. He was the second son of John A. Ham- 
lin. He attended the Chicago public schools, 
and later went to Yale, graduating in the 
class of 1886. His engagement to Mrs. Mary 
Cadow was announced last March, the wed- 
ding following in the spring.

Hugg had met the druggist shortly before 
he was sentenced to the bridewell and had 
offered to buy the drug store.

alias. 
Traced to Within Last Two Days. 

“The mysterious Mr. Dove is no one else 
than this man Hugg,”’ said Detective Ser- 
geant Thompson. “ We have proof of that 
so strong that all that now remains to do is 
to capture him.

No Indiscriminate Attack. 

It is not the purpose of the administration 
to make any indiscriminate attack upon the 
corporate interests of the United States. 
Those corporations, however great, and how- 
ever profitable, which operate along legit- 
imate lines, and which do not to stifle 
» competition by unfair methods, will not have 
anything to fear from the bureau of cor- 
porations. 

This bureau ts required to publish = useful 

formation,”’ but special investigations 
ae under direction of the secretary are 
reported to the president alone, and he is 
made the judge of how much of this special 
information it is proper to give to the public. 
In this way corporations will be protected 
against the publication of mere business se- 
erets for the benefit of their commercial 
rivals. 
- The president naturally will make public 
only such information as will tend to illu- 
minate the methods of corporations and show 
the public whether it is doing business legally 
or illegally, whether its stock is sound or 
watered, and whether its officers are honest 
or are milking the stockholders for their 
own personal benefit. 

y Inquiry to Be Searching. 

This general investigation of trust methods 
will be absolutely impartial, but it will bea 
searching one if congress furnishes the means 
for making it so. - Methods like that of the 
tobacco trust In driving out of business small 
cigar dealers and of the steel and shipbuild- 
ing trusts, which not only controlled prices 
but also made enormous sums by stock job- 
bing operations, naturally will be the first 
subjects of scrutiny. 

The bureau of corporations has nothing 
whatever to do with common carriers. It 
cannot investigate the’ Standard Oil com- 
pany’s rebate system on railroads nor the 
operations of tank cars and ships. It caf- 
not touch private car lines nor any subsidiary 
corporations on railroads by means of which 
the beef trust, steel trust, and almost every 
other ‘trust manages to do business to the 
exclusion of smaller rivals. All that belongs 
to the interstate commerce commission, and 
the bureau of.corporations is by law forbid- 
den to investigate common carriers. 


Will Urge More.Funds. 


Regarding alb ordinary corporations and 
the business operations of the trusts engaged 
in interstate commerce, the bureau of cor- 
porations has the same kind of authority as 
now is exercised over the railroads by the 
interstate commerce commission, which is 
not any too much. 

President Roosevelt will urge upon con- 
gress sooner or later liberal appropriations 
both for the bureau of corporations and the 
interstate commerce commission, and the 
extension of the powers of both of those 
bodies in Which is now centered exclusive 
state or foreign commerce. If congress does 
its duty the president will do the rest.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

The’ feature of last week was the high 
point reached by United States Stee! stocks. 
‘his is partially explained by the increasing 
prosperity of the steel and iron trade. On 
Priday Stee) preferred sold at 944% and com- 
mon at 294%. On May 20 last the prices were 
62% and 9 respectively. As steel is to an 
extent a barometer of business conditions 
the continued upward trend of the stocks 
ig significant. 

There is vo doubt that the iron and steel 
industry is improving both in prices and in 
orders. All lines of standard shapes are 
commanding higher prices. Bar iron was 
advanced $3 a ton on Friday, and a further 
advance in wire goods is expected next 
month. There seems to be less inclination 
mow to make the long-agitated reduction in 
the price of rails. The old rate of $28 a 
ton probably will be maintained. Already 
some of the western roads have given orders 
for 500,000 tons for 1905 delivery at the 
price to be established by the pool. The 
railroads are in the market also for cars 
and locomotives, and most of the shops are 
again busy. 


THE AUTOCRATIC ENGLISH JUDGE. 


Not infrequently one hears the complaint 
that American judges hearing criminal cases 
ge not have enough power. Be that as it 
may, it is evident that British judges have 
too much and that serious miscarriages of 
justice may ensue. 

Not long ago an official inquiry was be- 
gum to ascertain exactly who should be 
Blamed for the imprisonment of an inno- 
cent man at hard labor for five years. One 
William Thomas had obtained money and 
jewels from a number of women under false 
pretenses, Adolf Beck was arrested for 
these crimes and, although he was the wrong 
man, was tried, convicted, and served out 
his time. The case made 80 great a stir in 
Hugland that a committee of inquiry was 
appointed to sift the matter thoroughly. 

The committee finds that the only blaime- 
fworthy person was the trial judge, Sir For- 
west Fulton. He excluded all evidence favor- 
Bble to the accused and practically com- 
eg the jury to convict him. Having 

me that, he would not’ permit the 
Pase to be taken to a higher court for re- 
View. If he had consented to that, says the 
rommittee, a flaw in the proceedings must 
have been discovered, and the conviction 
guashed. The committee believes also that 
it there had been a properly qualified law- 

r in the office of the secretary uf state for 

ome affairs, to which Beck appealed for 
justice, the defect in the proceedings would 
have been discovered. 

If Beck had been tried in an American 
court the judge might have excluded evi- 
fence favorable to the prisoner and might 
have brought the jury to the conclusion that 
it should convict. But there would have 
been an appeal, not as a matter of favor 
bnt of right, and the verdict would have 
been set aside. No doubt that right is 
abused and results in the escape of some 
who are guilty, but it saves from the peni- 
tentiary some who are guiltless. The Brit- 
ish judge is an autocrat and when he makes 
np his mind that a man js guilty that man 
has a poor chance of escape, for the jury is 
profonndly influenced by the judge. Uesu- 
ally the judge is right, but wen he is wrong 
innocence has a hard time of it. 

The defects in the American method of 
dealing with men accused of crime must be 
admitted, but the defects lean to the side of 
mercy. There are no such miscarriages of 
justice here as that in Beck’s case, which 


shocked all Englishmen and caused them to 
ist their mode of administering crim- 
inal justice and to ask if changes should not 
be made to save innocent men from the 


ignominy of a prison, 


MORE SOURCES OF TARIFF TALK. 

Senator Elkins of West Virginia, having 
announced authoritatively three weeks ago 
that no tariff tinkering would be allowed, 
says now that the time for revision is ap- 
proaching and that “the doctor to remove 
the plaster is the doctor who applied it.” 

The New York Journal of Commerce 
says that “the tariff must be revised ” and 
that “ the sooner it is done the better.” 

The Minneapolis Journal (rep.) says that 
“the republican party will hardly care to 
comé up to another election without having 
done anything to meet the general expecta- 
tion that the inequalities of the present 
tariff will be corrected.” 
The Philadelphia North American reduces 
the whole discussion to its simplest terms 
in the #hree following statements: 
“ Tariff revision is as right in principle as 
tariff enactment. 
“Any schedule which works injury or 
injustice to the people should be modified. 
“ But no change should be made till such 
injury or injustice shall first have been 
demonstrated by facts.” 
Mr. A. A. Berle, the author of “The 
Transformation of New England,” says in 
the December issue of the World Today that 
unless New Dngland can get free raw mate- 
rials and reciprocity treaties its prosperity, 
already shaking, will beshattered. The fac- 
tories of New England need a larger foreign 
market. They wsed to find an ample 
domestic market in the south and in the west. 
Now the south and the west are building 
factories of their own. New England is 
thrown back on itself. It cannot consume 
all that it produces. It must find an ip- 
creased number of consumers abroad. It 
has its seaboard. It can reach the foreigner 
and sell him its goods if it can get cheaper 
raw materials free of duty and if the for- 
eigner can be induced through reciprocity 
treaties to lower his tariff wall as we lower 
ours. 
William McKinley, addressing the Amer- 
ican people for the last time, said: “ The 
period of exclusiveness is past. The ex- 
pansion of our trade and commerce is the 
pressing problem. Commercial wars are 
unprofitable. Reciprocity treaties are in 
harmony with the spirit of the times. Meas- 
ures of retaliation are not.” 
This is real protection. It adjusts the 
height of the tariff wall to the needs of the 
industries behind it. Most of the &tand 
patters are not real protectionists. The right 
name for them was discovered by a certain 
Massachusetts manufacturer, who the other 
day remarked: 
“Let Roosevelt revise the tariff. Then 
the socialists, whether under Bryan or under 
the monopolistic tariff leaders, may flock 
together and be conveniently licked in one 
lump.” 
A socialist, according to this manufac- 
turer, is a person who looks to the gfate for 
immunity from the storm and stress of com- 
petition. The monopolistic tariff leader is 
therefore a perfected socialist. He wants a 
tariff wall so high that he and his domestic 
rivals can cease from competition and can 
lie down amid amicably prorated profits in 
a snug, wind-sheltered, copiously watered 
garden of trust ease. 

The way to swell the vote of the socialists 
of common ownership is to accept the lead- 
ership of the socialists of tariff monopoly. 


NEW YORK AND THE RAILROADS. 

_ The utter moral depravity of the railroads 
of this country is nowhere better evidenced 
than in their treatment of New York. A 
man who would murder his nurse, rob his 
parents, and cut out the heart of his most 
faithful friend could not be a more loath- 
some spectacle than the railroads which use 
New, York for their financial purposes and 
then proceed to plunder it. 

Ever since 1877 New York has been suf- 
fering slow extinction, according, to some 
of its newspapers, because of the “ differen- 
tial ” which allows export grain to be hauled 
to Philadelphia and Baltimore for a cent 
and a half less per bushe] than to New York. 
The New York World is awake to this in- 
human iniquity, and says that if congress 
does not clothe the interstate commerce com- 
mission with “ powers sufficient to compel 
more equitable rates, then New York may 
well join Iowa, Minnesota, and Wisconsin 
in the effort to enlarge those powers.” 

That New York is wholly unable to com- 
pete with its rivals is seen in the humiliating 
fact that, whereas Baltimore has shipped 
6,000,000 bushels of corn within the last 
ten months, New York has shipped but 
8,000,000. New York’s margin of prece- 
dence’ is only 2,000,000. 

The sight of the railroads plundering New 
York is enough to arouse universal indig- 
nation. A criminal! is bad and wicked when 
he plunders mankind generally, but when 
he turns on the friend who has always 
equipped him with ample funds for his buc- 
caneering exploits he makes himself utterly 
despicgble and loses what little claim he 
might have had to pity. 

It is ingratitude, more strong than trait- 
ors’ arms, that has broken New York’s 
heart and that has driven it to the jealous 
thought of transferring its affections from 
J. P. Morgan to R. M. La Follette. 


THE VOTE OF MISSOURI. 

The disgusted, stay at home democrats 
gave the electoral vote of Missouri to Roose- 
velt.

Therefore the republicans ought to 
be on their best behavior, so as to make votes 
and thus be enabled to keep some of their 
accidental gains. If the legislature which 
they control will act honestly and wisely 
the people of Missouri will have greater con- 
fidence in the republican party and be more 
inelined to let it manage state affairs. They

Thus old King William of Holland on being 
invited ‘by the United States many years 
ago to determine the northeast boundary 
line, on the subject of which there was a 
difference of opinion with Great Britain, took 
his umipireship ‘‘ au serieux,”’ insisted on re- 
garding. himself as a Daniel come to judg- 
ment, declined to accept either the American 
or the English contentions In the dispute, 
and rendered a decision in favor of a pre- 
posterous frontier line of his own devising, 
which was not only unacceptable to both 
countries concerned, but absolutely impossi- 
ble hically as well as politically. 

Fortunately the establishment of the inter- 
national tribunal at The Hague has done 
away to a great extent with the neces- 
sity of invoking the services of mon- 
archs as arbitrators, and in view of 
this it is strange that the republics of 
Nicaragua and Honduras should have pre- 
ferred to refer their boundary controversy 
for arbitration to the beardless boy king of 
Spain rather than to the ipternational tri- 
bunal of The Hague. 


Two deaths have just taken place at Paris 
within a few days of one another, which, 
while they have thrown into mourning many 
houses of the French aristocracy, possess a 
considerable American interest. The deaths 
are those of Michael Heine and of his sister- 
in-law, Mme. Armand Heine. The latter 
was a native of New Orleans, where Michael 
Heine spent many years as a banker, and 
where most of his children were born. In 
fact, he was at one time an American citizen. 
He enjoyed the distinction of having been the 
father of the only American born woman 
who has ever occupied a European throne. 

True, the throne in question is only that 
of Monaco. But yet the ruler of the latter 
is recognized everywhere as a full fledged 
sovereign, as is also his consort, although 
the latter has now been judicially separated 
from him. She, however, still retains her 
title and prerogatives as reigning princess 
of Monaco, and by her first marriage is the 
mother of the present duke of Richelieu and 
de Fronsac. The latter is therefore a grand- 
son of old Michael Heine, who has just gone 
to his last rest at the age of 85. 

Both Michael Heine and his sister-in-law, 
Mme. Armand Heine, although members of 
the Jewish race, were nevertheless Ro- 
man Catholics, and have been buried as 
such, thelr deaths placing in mourning not 
only the princess of Monaco and the duke 
of Richelieu but likewise the prince of 
Essiing, the Prince de la Moskowa, the 
duke of Elchingen, and the Prince and Prin- 
cess Joachim Murat and their children, be- 
sides many other members of the French 
aristocracy, who have become related by 
marriage to the great ing house of 
Heine, to which the celebrated German poet, 
Henry Heine, likewise belonged. 

The banking house is now in the hands of 
George Heine, the only son of the tate 
Michael Heine, and of Achille Fould, mem- 
ber of the jockey club, member of the cham- 
ber of deputies, and married to the only 
daughter of the late Armand Heine. Achille 
Fould is a-grandson of the famous states- 
man and financier of that name who played 
so great a role during the reign of Napo- 
leon Ill., and is a‘first cousin, therefore, 
of the Marquis de Breteull, married to Miss 


Lita Garner of New York. The Foulds, like | 


the Heines, are of Jewish origin. 


Another member of the firm of Heine and 
a partner of both Armand and Michael 
Heine was the late Charles Heine, whose 
widow, known as Mme. Furtado-Heine, was 
so celebrated as a philanthropist, and was 
created by the French government in recog- 
nition of her boundiess charities, not mere- 
ly a knight but an officer of the Legion of 
Honor. She was by birth a Mile. Furtado, 
grand-daughter of that Blias Furtado who 
was president of the Jewish Sandrehim, con- 
vened by the first Emperor Napoleon in 
Paris in 1807 for the purpose of endowing 
the Jewish race with those civic rights 
from which they had until that time been 
debarred. 


The identity of the English and Prussian 
national anthems led toa rather amusing 
incident the other day at Potsdam on the oc- 
casion of the luncheon given by the kaiser 
in honor of the birthday. of his uncle, King 
Edward. The emperor, who, after the lunch- 
eon, was inspecting one of the regiments 
of foot guards when the British ambassador 
took his leave, had given orders that the band 
of the regiment should play ‘ God Save the 
King,” as Sir Francis Lascelles took his 
playing it as long as the envoy’s equi e 
remained in sight. unas 

Sir Francis, unaware of the compliment 
intended for him by the emperor, imagined 
when he heard the familiar strains that it 
was the Prussian national anthem that was 
being played, and, in accordance with the 
demands of etiquette, told the coachman to 
stop, and stood up in the carriage in honor of 
the emperor, for whom he believed the an- 
them was being played 


The result was rather entertaining. The 
‘ambassador remained standing bare headed 
in the carriage as long as the band played, 
and the band, in accordance to the orders 
which it had received, played as long as the 
ambassador was in sight. In fact, it was not 
until the band was striking up the nationa! 
anthem for the fifth time that the emperor, 
grasping the situation, laughingly ordered the 
band to stop, and thus enabled Sir Francis at 
length to drive off to the railroad station. 
With regard to this national anthem of 
England and which is likewise the 
melody of “‘ My Country, "Tis of Thee,” it is 
not generally known that this air likewise 
was used by Russia as her national! hymn 
until the middie of the last century. Nicholas 
l.. however, decided about the time of the 
Crimean war to cast aside a nationa! anthem 
borrowed and imported from the enemy, and 
to substitute for it a genuine nationa! an- 
them of native composition obtained by open 
competition. The award fell to Lvoff, the

| NEWS OF THE THEATERS. | 


Mme. Gadski’s Recital. 

The latest of the grand opera stars to join 
the ranks of the song recitalists is Mme. 
Gadski, who last paturday afternoon at the 
Auditorium was heard for the first time in 
Chicago in this exacting line of vocal work. 
The afternoon proved enjoyable in high de- 
gree, for, while Mme. Gadski, in certain de- 
tails of interpretation, may not have been 
entirely convincing, yet her musicai offering 
was in general distinguished by so much of 
vocal excellence and true artistic merit that 
the hours spent listening to her recital were 
hours of satisfaction and genuine pleasure, 
| Of the rare worth of Mme. Gadski’s voice 
itself, and of the admirable control years of 
eareful and correct schooling have given her 
over it, the numerous occasions when she has 
been heard here in opera have given abun- 
@ant and convincing proof. 


— 

| There are few soprano voices now before 
the public which discover so much of excel- 
lence as does that of Mme. Gadski. Itisa 
voice unusually clear, pure, and wright, and 
yet it is not wanting in color, warmth, and 
richness. It is a voice sympathetic and agree- 
able, and capable of a commendable variety 
in expression. The schooling is such that 
| every vocal effect needed for artistic pur- 
poses is unfailingly at command, which 
mean#@ that the voice is thoroughly and ac- 
curately trained throughout its entire com- 
pass. What the singer still needs to acquire 
is an even greater variety in vocal tonecolor 
than she at present calls her own. She has 
accomplished much in this direction during 
the years she has been before the American 
public, but still more is possible to her and 
still more is needed for the recital work she 
now is doing. 

A single illustration from.her recital will 
poem contains in its few lines a whole trag- 
edy, and the youthful Schubert caught and 
intensified this dramatic spirit in the un- 
rivaled setting he supplied. But for the full 
revealment of all that the poem and music 
contain the interpreter must need assume 
the characters of no less than four distinct 
personages—the narrator or reciter, who 
voices the opening and the closing phrases, 
the father, the child, and the spirit Eriking. 
These four personages must be exactly and 
plainly individualized, or the masterwork 
fails to receive its complete interpretation. 
Mme. Gadski on Saturday made only two of 
the characters clear—the narrator and the 
Eriking. The father and child had no weil 
defined personality as she voiced their words, 
and for this reason the wonderful song—ex- 
cellently sung vocally though it was—proved 
less satisfactory than it otherwise might have 
been 


Mme. Gadski expressed admirably the mys- 
terious, seductive spirit of the Erlking, and 
her accomplishment of this justifies the belief 
that she need but to devote herself to the task 
of bringing her delivery of the words of the 
father and the child into equally convincing 
dramatic completeness. She already is ex- 
ceptionally qualified for the giving of song 
recitals, and there is good ground for antici- 
pating her winning for herself in this fleld a 
place fully as high as she has in that of opera. 

Her program contained two excerpts from 
opera—the ‘‘ Dove song” aria from “‘ Mar- 
riage of Figaro and the Ballade from“ The 
Flying Dutchman.’ The Mozart number 
was sung with the same vocal! finish and fine 
artistic nobility which made her rendition 
of it in the opera iteelf last spring a source 
of keen delight. The Ballade was given with 
more of vocal ease than the majority of so- 
pranos can Bring to its performance, its 
awkward intervals being smoothly com- 
passed, and the dramatic import of the music 
made clear. 

The accompaniments were played by Mrs. 
Cornelia Rider-Possart, a pianist who former- 
ly called Chicago her residence, but who now 
is at home in Berlin. She played with praise- 
meriting understanding of what constitutes 
a good accompaniment, being self-assertive 
when desirable and merely supporting the 
singer when thie wes needed. Technica! fin- 
ish and musical understanding were always 
in evidence, and in the Ballade a self-posses- 
sion was shown which commands unqualified 
‘admiration. The last loose leaf in the piano 
copy fell to the floor when it was turned, and 
Mra. Possart improvised the accompaniment 
to the end of the number and thus saved 
the performance from disaster.

ARIA THERESA, looked at fram all 
points, is, perhaps, the greatest and 
most admirable queen in history. 
She had the imperious will of Eliza- 
beth without her avarice, frivolity, 

and cruelty. She had the ambition, ability, 

and beauty of Catherine the Great without 
her licentiousness. She had the simple, wom- 
anly virtues of Anne with none of her stu- 
pidity. When Maria Theresa came to the 
throne of Austria there was not $40,000 in 
the public treasury, the state was éhormous- 
ly in debt, it had an army of but 30.000 men, 
all of whom were clamorous for their pay, 
the people of the capital were-dying of star- 
vation, the peasants were in revolt. and the 
country was threatened with dismemberment 
by the neighboring powers. When she died,

When she was 18 an attempt 
was made, for diplomatic reasons, t arrange 
a marriage between her and the Spanish 
Prince Carlos. But the handsome, self- 
willed young woman had no mind to be a 
mere make weight In the politics of Europe. 
She told her father, the ‘Emperor Charles 
VI., that she loved the playmate of her 
childhood, Francis Stephen, -the young duke 
of Lorraine, and that, regardless of political 
consequences, she would marry no one else. 
The old emperor had to yield. Thenext year 
Maria Theresa and her duke married. Four 
years later Charles VI. died, and Maria 
Theresa, at 24 years of age, succeeded to the 
crown of Austria. She was as little disposed 
to be a figurehead tn her government as she 
had been before to be a diplomatic make 
So near was she to her confine- 
ment that she was not admitted to her fa- 
ther’s death chamber, but the day after his 
death she sent for her chief minister on pub- 
lic business. #he never relaxed her hold on 
the reins of state as long as she lived. Duke 
Francis was for some time her chief minis- 
ter; but he was denied the title of king. and 
in affairs of state was never allowed to be 
more than his wife's principal servant. 


Scarce was Charles VI. in his gmve when 
King Frederick of Prussia, the duke of Ba- 
varia, backed by France, the elector of Sax- 
ony, the king of Poland, and the king of 
Spain each laid claim to a part or the whole 
of the young queen’s possessions. Frederick 
seized Silesia. The duke of Bavaria, aided 
by French troops, invaded Austria and 
threatened its capital, Vienna. Duke Francis 
urged his wife to buy Frederick’s aid by let- 
ting him keep Stlesta. “ I will never cede one 
inch of my territories to any claimant,” vehe- 
mently replied. the imperial woman. “ If all 
allies abandon me I will throw myself upon 
my subjects and perish, if need be, in the de- 
fense of Austria.” On March 13, 1741, she 

ve birth to a son, afterward HEmperor 
oseph II. As soon as she had partially re- 
covered from her sickness she hurried to 
Presburg and was crowned queen of Hun- 
gary. The rebellious Hungarian nobles had 
given her father much trouble. Maria There- 
sa called them together, appeared before 
them with her babe In her arms and passion- 
ately adjured her “ dear and faithful states 
of Hungary Vv to come to her aid with their 
“arms and long tried valor.”” The delicacy 
of her appearance, the stirring sentiments 
she uttered, touched and fired her hearers 
half barbaric hearts. Shouts of “‘ God save 
the queen! We will die for our sovereign, 
Maria Theresa!’’ and the loud rattle and 
clangor of arms filled the hall. A powerful 
Hungarian army was swiftly raised, England 
came to Maria Theresa's assistance, and the 
French and Bavarians were driven out of 
Austria. Frederick the Great was more for- 
midable and tenacious. His iron grasp on 
Silesia could not be loosened. The results of 
the war were that Prussia got from Austria 
Silesia, Spain Parma, Placentia, and Gus- 
talla, and Sardinia several districts of Milan, 
while by the treaty of Aix la Chapelle Maria 
Theresa was as rightful monarch 
of Austria. 


Maria Theresa had succeeded her father, 
Emperor Charles VI., only as ruler of the 


May 13, 1717. 


“hereditary domains of the house of Hans 


burg. In 1745 her husband was elected em 
peror under the title of FrancisL Hercoun- 
try’s position in Europe was now far better 
than at her accession. But Maria Theres 
could not live content while Frederick kept 
her beautiful and beloved Silesia. She teok 
advantage of the peace to raise and discipling 
an army of 108,000 men. As she was abéut 
to break with England, her old ally, she bent 
her haughty spirit 60 much as to cultivate 
the notorious Pompadour, mistress of Louis 
XV., and call her “ our dear friend and cous- 
in.”” When Voltaire had presented Pompa- 
dour’s compliments to Frederick, the great 
king had sneeringly retorted: “I dont 
know her, I?’ This sneer and Maria There 
sa’s compliments cost Frederick and gained 
for Austria the alliance of France. In 1756 
Frederick dispatched @ m to ask 
the meaning of the large forces Maria Ther- 
esa was assembling in Bohemia and Moravia, 


» He received an evasive answer. He immedi- 


ately marched 60,000 men into Saxony and 
the seven years’ war, one of the bloodiest and 
most desperate in history, began. Frederick 
was supported only by England. He wasop-- 
posed by Austria, France, Russia, Sweden, 

vand several minor states. Maria Theresa 
was relentless and indomitable. It repeatedly 
looked as if, in spite of all his heroic efforts 
and great victories, Frederick's kingdom 
would be wiped out. But Frederick was 
greater in adversity than in prosperity. The 
treaty of Hubertsburg, Feb. 15, 1768, left him 
still in possession of Silesia. 


The next year Maria Theresa’s husband, 

Emperor Francis L, died. For several years 
he had not been a factor in public affairs. 
He had, in fact, so far forgotten his royal 
dignity as to engage in the mercantile and 
banking business, and among his customers 
had been Frederick of Prussia, to t hom Be — 
had actually sold forage when the Prussian - 
king was at death grips with his wife, Maria 
Theresa. The money Francis thus made of 
Frederick he loaned to his wife—not, how- 
ever, without good security. Maria Therese 
had sixteen children, one of whom was 
Joseph II., who now succeeded his father as 
emperor. She seldom saw her offspring 
more than once a week, but she wished it be- 
lieved she was the most attentive of par- 
ents. always’ contrived ¢o have-her. 
brood about her when she received distin- 
guished visitors. When the dis 

visitors left the children went, too. One 
of her daughters was the unfortunate Marie | 
Antoinette, wife of Louls XVI. of Prance. 

Toward the close of her reign Maria The- 

resa took part fn the partition of Poland, 
which added 27,000 square miles to Austria. 
The last seventeen years of her life were 
spent in arduous labor to increase her coun- 
try’s prosperity and its people’s happiness. | 
Her indomitable will was broken only Oy 
death. Her son Joseph, observing her 6% 
haustion the last night of her life, begged 
her to sleep. ‘“‘In a few hours,” she 
plied, “I shall go before the judgment seat 
of God; would you have me lose my time & 
sleep?” She was 6 years old and hag 
reigned more than forty years.

PARIS, Nov. 27.—At the Odéon tonight was 

presented “Armide and Gildes,’’ a play in 
five acts and six scenes, in verse, by Camille 
de Saintecroix. It takes rank among the best 
tragedy dramas of recent years. The plot 


is daring. The action shows the crusaders 
before Jerusalem. which is impreg- 


nable. Armide, a sorceress sent by the en- 


-emy, entraps and carries away all the leaders 


except Renaud, the betrothed of the high 
minded, stern Gildes. Renaud goes to free 
his comrades, but is madé a prisoner in their 
piace. Armide, the sorceress, falls In love: 
with him, and he soon returns her sentiment. 
She has no need of her dark art to make 
him love her. After awhile Renaud is re 
leased from the power of the sorceress, but 
away from her he languishes and refuses te 
go into battle, love having revealed to him 
the horrors of war. 

Afterwards he learns that Armide is @ 
trisoner for having released him. That 
which he would not do for duty he does for 
love. He forces the gates of Jerusalem at 
the head of his soldiers, frees Armide, and, 
deserting Gildes and the ideas she repre 
sents, departs with the one who has r® 
vealed to him the meaning of a great love. 

The verse of Saintecroix is not too im 
volved. It is simple, poetical, 
fetched, not halting, and perhaps it is more 
elegant than its rendition at the Odéon re- 
veals. M. Dorival, sincere and youthful, 
bas the force of magnetism. Mile. 
made a great effort, but she has more force 
than charm. She has net yet perfect control 
of her voice. She should be praised, howeve?. 
for essaying suci a difficult part. M. Severin 
and Mile. Taillade are good supporting ac- 
tors. M. Maxerdian has improved since his 
début. The Odéon has spared no expensé, 
and the stage settings were splendid and the 
costumes beautiful.

State Factory Inspector Edgar T. Davies 
had a busy evening yesterday, warring on 
child labor in places of amusement in Chi- 
cago. With three deputies he visited thea- 
ters and concert halls and found fourteen al- 
leged violations of the law, one “ enter- 
tainer" being only 2% years old. 

“The Waifs’ Paradise,” at the Columbus 
theater, had an entrée act of which the au- 
dience was unaware. Mr. Davies and a 
deputy entered when the waifs were in their 
glory, and waited thirty minutes, while the 
audience was watching the triumphs of the 
unfortunates over adversity. . 

“Those waifs look exceedingly young to 
me,” he remarked when they entered, view- 
tng the seven little ones on the stage. As 
the curtain fell the two made their way be- 
hind the scenes and questioned the little 
actors and actresses. There were four boys 
and two girls, ranging in age from 12 to 15 
years, and Viola Brown, the “ baby actress,” 
2% years old. Viola had a silent part, and 
was borrowed from her mother in Chicago 
to appear with the company. 


Feature of the Show. 


Henry Pierson, manager of the company, 
and Max Weber, manager of the playhouse, 
were notified that the children must not 
appear after tomorrow, and protested that 
the little ones were “‘ the feature of the com- 
pany,’ and were given good care. Proceed- 
ings will be instituted against the managers 
and against the parents of the children. 

At the Bush temple three child actresses 
were found—Mabie Killan, 12 years oid, and 
her sisters, Rose, 11, and Ruth, l&. They 
were playing as members of the stock com- 
pany in “A Stranger in a Strange Land.” 
Manager H. Feigenbaum was warned that 
the children must not appear any more. 

The Trocadero also was visited, but no vio- 
lations were found, and the inspectors then 
gave their attention to concert and dance 
halls, 

Places along North Clark street were vis- 
ited without result except the Metropolitan 
dance hall, a resort near the river. There 
four boy acrobats were found, the youngest 
10 and the oldest 13 years ola All refused 
to give their names or addresses, so inspec- 
tors were assigned to wait until they left 
the hall and follow them home. The officials 
are seeking the manager of the place. 


Going to Enforce the Law. 

“We are going to enforce the law in the 
theaters and other amusement houses,’ de- 
clared Inspector Davies, “ and shall keep up 
our work until most of the ‘ child actors' 
disappear from Chicago. These children as 
a rule work afternoon and late at night, are 
given no schooling, endare brought up under 
unwholesome conditions. We will act ju- 
diciously, however, for when we find a child 
is well cared for and is being given a good 
education we probably will let it continue to 
act.”’

Because of the extent of the terri- 
tory to be patrolled by soldiers it may be 
necessary to mount the infantrymen. Leiter 
has purchased a number of horses and is 
willing the state should use them.
